Health Board 


Notes New Law 


The Andover board of health 
has called the attention of parents 
to regulations concerning children 
entering school. 

A new health requirement was 
signed into law by Gov. Volpe on 
Sept. 5, 1967, This regulation 
states that ‘‘no child shall, except 
as here=in-after provided, be ad= 
mitted to school except upon pre= 
sentation of a physician’s certifi- 
cate that the child has been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated against 
smallpox and immunized against 
diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 
measles and poliomyelitis and such 
other communicable diseases as 
may be specified from time to time 
by the department of public 
health,”° 

Parents should make sure that 
children entering school have been 
immunized against the six com= 
municable diseases named above, 
There will be a small group of 
children exempted from the law 
because of medical and religious 

reasons, ‘‘In case of the former, 
a statement from the family physi- 
cian is required indicating the 
reasons why one or more of the 
immunizations should not be given. 
In the case of a religious exemp= 
tion a certificate must be com= 
pleted by an official of the church 
or religious denomination,”” 

This law applies to children of 
all ages attending school from 
kindergarten through eighthgrade,

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Editorial Comment 


Laudable Trend 


There appears to be a healthy trend in Andover at the 
present time toward taking a closer look at the cost of 
construction of new public buildings. 

At town meeting, the voters refused to appropriate 
additional funds for the Public Safety and Town Hall 
projects. As the result, a committee is now at work on 
Selectman Sidney P. White’s prediction that the new 
police and fire station project can be provided with the 
funds originally appropriated. 

Approval of the committee was given by the selectmen 
at Monday night’s session. The names were supplied by 
Selectman White and won quick approval both from the 
town manager and the other selectmen. It is noteworthy 
that the committee is made up of men skilled in engineer- 
ing and construction, qualifications which will be most 
valuable to them in planning the new public safety center. 

Even before the committee came into being officially, 
the members held an informal meeting during which Select- 
man White promised that he would not interfere with their 
work but would be available for consultation. He ex- 
plained that he had visited a number of communities 
where combined facilities for the police and fire depart- 
ments have been established and suggested that the 
committee members visit these and other locations during 
their deliberations. 

Members of the new committee have accepted their task 
with commendable enthusiasm. 

Considering that this all came about through the voters’ 
decision to ‘‘make do with what you have,’’ there seems 
to be a great deal of progress made already toward the 
realization of a new public safety center. Ef 

In another quarter, the West School Addition building 
committee is making every effort to cut down costs while 
at the same time providing a quality building. 

The committee spent considerable time at their last 
meeting going over the plans and seeking areas in which 
square footage could be lessened at a saving to the 
taxpayers. 

The basic concept of the architect for the building is 
not being changed, but there will be alterations made in 
plans which he has promised to bring in at a later date. 

School building committees must work with an eye to 
the educational specifications and requirements of the 
State Building Assistance Commission which must 
approve the plans. This limits their field of operations. 

At any rate, the trend toward economy in new buildings 
in Andover is encouraging. It is also in keeping with the 
warning of the Finance Committee in their annual report 
earlier this month that ‘‘public building construction has 
become excessive in view of experiences with the new 
high school, the Bancroft School and the indicated cost 
of the new public safety facility.”’ 

The planners seem to be doing their homework well in 
anticipation of a coming special town meeting at which 
appropriations will be voted by the taxpayers. 


Law Enforcement 


Talk of the new dog leash law not being enforceable in 
Andover is not resting well with town officials. 
It is true that enforcement was spoken of at town meet- 


ing after the finance committee had turned down an article . 


in the special warrant which would have provided $10,000 
for enforcement of the by-law. 

Town Manager Bowen said that we “‘won’t be able to 
enforce the by-law properly” as the debate was in pro- 
gress. Selectman Roger Collins said that he wished the 
FinCom had left the special meeting article to come before 
the meeting for a vote. 

Monday night the selectmen made reference to criticism 
expressed by a Lowell Street resident who pointed out that 
town officials are responsible for the enforcement of ALL 
by-laws and not any selected ones. 

The selectmen stressed that the leash law will be en- 
forced to the greatest degree possible as soon as it is 
approved by the attorney-general. They also said that a 
special town meeting is coming up in June and at that 
time an appropriation for enforcement will probably be 
sought. 

Meanwhile, many dog owners appear to be training their 
pets in advance of the effective date of the law to stay 
at home. Observers agree that there have been many less 
dogs around the streets since the town meeting vote was 
taken,

Whirligigs Active Early 


Whirligig beetles launch their 
boaty little carcasses so early in 
the spring that Thoreau was con= 
vinced that they were afloat on 
ponds all winter. 

Although most students of in=- 
sects allow the whirligig beetle a 
brief winter respite in New 
England, Thoreau was not too far 
wrong, Groups of whirligigs, 
whirling and skittering on the water 
surface like so many tiny dodgem 
cars in an amusement park, can 
be seen on ponds or quiet streams 
as soon as open water develops. 


The whirligigs remind one of 


small June bugs. They belong to 
a group of true beetles that have 


‘taken to the water rather than 


land, In their long association with 
the water surface, whirligigs have 
improved upon more normal beetle 
structure by evolving two pairs 
of eyes. A set of eyes high on 
the head adjust for viewing objects 
in the air, Another set iow on

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN; 

In your March 21 issue, you 
published Mr, Stillman’s letter 
which he ended with the conclusion 
that ‘ta policy of actively solicit- 
ing industry will result in a con- 
sistent increase in the tax rate, 
Should not the Selectmen review 
their policy?”’ 

I fail to see how Mr, Stillman 
can draw this conclusion from 
the careful calculations which he 
developed in the earlier part of 
his letter. 

A 20-year sewer bond issue of 
$1,500,000 at 4.2% interest (using 
Mr, Stillman’s figures) will cost 
$138,000 the first year in 
amortization and interest; this 
annual payment will decrease by 
$3,150 each year, until it comes 
down to $78,150 in the twentieth 
year by which time the debt has

A $5,000,000 plant, at aconstant 
tax rate of $30 (again using Mr. 
Stillman’s figures) will return 
$150,000 in taxes each year, i. e

nual debt payment, And can we 
really hope for a constant tax 
rate? 


If Mr. Stillman’s assumption 
that we begin paying for bonds in 


1968 but do not receive taxes until 
1970 were correct we would indeed 
not reach the cumulative break= 
even point ‘til 1978: cumulative 
debt payments by 1978 would be 
$1,344,750 and cumulative tax re= 
ceipts $1,350,000, But even with 
this assumption, the Town will have 
received $2,700,000 in taxes by 
1987 when the debt is paid off, 
leaving a net gain of $538,500 
over the $2,161,500 quoted above, 
And taxes will keep on coming 
thereafter, 


the head remain below the surface 
when the beetle is afloat and view 
objects in the water. 

In a sense, whirligig beetles 
can take advantage of three worlds. 
Like most other beetles, they are 
capable of flying. They also can 
trap an air bubble beneath their 
hard-shell wings and dive to the 
pond bottom, carrying their own 
air supply with them. 

Whirligigs, however, are most 
at home when half in the water 
and half in the air, Unlike many 
surface insects that walk on the 
surface, whirligig beetles float 
upon the surface with the lower 
half of the body submerged. 

Whirligig beetles begin life as 
an egg fastened to a submerged 
plant, In about three weeks, the 
beetle larva hatches, As do so many 
insect larvae that live in water, 
the beetle larva looks roughly like 
a small shrimp.
